Under the proposed eonstitution, 
the president and vice president of 
the Student Senate would he elect 
ed by the entire undergraduate 
population, not just the senators, 

If the new constitution is ap. 
proved as is, the management of 
lax budgets for each student or 
ganization would be in the hands 
of a committee headed by the viee 
president instead of the treasurer. 

President Horn spoke to the Stu 
| dent Senate after the proposed con 
stitution was introduced. He ox 
pressed his approval of the reduc+ 
|tion of the size of the body, and 
urged that the system of electing 
senators be kept as simple as pos- 
| sible. 

The present constitution has been 
{in effect since the Student Senate 
as formed in 1948. Stephen B. 
Rosenberg, Senate president, said 
that constitutional revision is now 
|necessary because the original 
| framers did not take into consider 
ation the rapid expansion which 
|has taken place on campus since
